ſo Low, that the Company will diſcontinue to bring ſuch Callicoes ; whereby the Cuſtoms will h 

ſtill much more Prejudiced, and the Dutch gain that Branch of Trade whoily ro themſelves, and Sup 

ply not only their own People, but all other Foreigners (who now Buy here)) with thoſe Good 


dirctely from India.

HAT any Duty will be a very great Hardſhip, in regard the Stock in Hand conſiſts chief 
of ſuch Printed Callicoes and Linnen, as were either ſpoiPd in Printing, or are of. ſuch Oll 
Patterns as are now out of Faſhion and Unſaleable, and are really of much leſs Value than they weil 
before the Printing thereof. | 5 : b 
Ihe manner propoſed for Aſcertaining and Collecting the Duty on Stocks in Hand, will be ve 
Grievous and Burthenſome ;, for all Merchants, Drapers, Printers, Country-Shop-keepers, and othe 
Dealers, are not only obliged to give an Account of their Stocks upon Oath in Writing, under Pe 
nalties ; but their Houſes, Shops, and Ware-Houſes, are to be Entred and Searched by Officers, an 
every Piece and Remnant to be Sealed; which will be extreamly Troubleſome and Hazardous tot 
Trader, and Chargeable to the Government. And as to the Foreign Chequer'd and Strip*'d Linne 
intended to be Charged with this Duty, and Sealed, it is impoſſible for the moſt Skilltul Dealers 
Diſtinguiſh thoſe Goods from the like Sort made in Great Britain, which are not subjected to am 
Duty, or directed to be Sealed, whereby Controverſies and Diſputes will continually ariſe betweg 
the Officers and Traders.
